How to Get to 
Ban Huai Nam Yen 


(House of Cool Water) 


By car : Bangkok-Mae Sot-Um Phang is 660 
km. and a further 2 km. on the 
Ban Pa La Tha Road. There are 
also air-conditioned and regular 
buses leaving from the Northern 
Bus Terminal (Mo Chit Market) to 
Mae Sot daily. 


By plane : There is one Bangkok- Mae Sot 
flight every Tuesday, Thursday, 
Saturday, and Sunday. From 
there on, there is a bus leaving 
for Um Phang every day
